been allowed to grow up 
some­ 
where during sum m er and 
fall, 
where not only exercises may be 
had but considerable good pick­ 
ing as well. Small lots and straw 
yards, unless used in connection 
with a larger area are not satis­ 
factory because horses 
do 
not 
move about enough. While stacks, 
yards and protected 
wood 
lots 
may furnish sufficient shelter, it 
is usually more satisfactory 
to 
get up the horses In th e (evening 
and give them some feed and

The common home grown
